Although Nishimura is silent to the impact-absorbing properties of its material, it has been ehid that a reciation with respect to the manner in 
which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus form a prior art apparatus satisfying the 
claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ 2d 1647 (1987). Therefore, the rejection is proper. 
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
